DEFINITE DEMOCRATIC STAND. 


I 


N the congressional campaign this fall, and on 


subsequent occasions, the Republicans will en 


counter a pretty stiff job to justify themselves for 
not acceding to the proposition of the Democrats o 
the senate as to the disposition of the Philippines 
problem. It was a proposition fully in accord with 
our history as a free and independent nation; with 
our pretentions as to the freedom and equality o: 
men and consistent with our solemn pledge as to 
Cuba. It was a plan by which, without dishonor 
or humiliation the hostilities so long drawn out 
might be brought instantly to an end; the people 
put under friendly and moral obligations to us so 
great as to give us the advantage desired in a com 
mercial way, but whirh cannot come while enmitj 
continues. It was a plan which conforms to their 
pretensions, but their failure to substitute it, or per 
mil it to be substituted for the policy that has pro- 
voked a war there for three years, and is likely to 
continue it indefinitely, shows the hypocrisy anc 
insincerity of the Republican party managers.

Spain, fof the safety of those inhabitants who have 
adhered to the United States, and for the main 
tenance and protection of all rights which have ac- 
crued under their authority, 


"That as soon as these results have been accom- 


plished it is declared to be the purpose of the Unit- 
ed States, which the president is directed to carry 
into effect, to withdraw from said island and leave 
the government, control and sovereignty thereof to 
the inhabitants of the same, retaining only such 
military, naval and coaling stations as may bs. desig- 
nated by the government of the United States." 


Upon that declaration the Democratic senators 


stood solidly united, and that should fix definitely 
the attitude of the party on the Philippine ques- 
tion. 
If there are reasonable objections to it, the 


Republican senators have failed to present them 
they refused to accept the plan simply because it 
would break up their imperialistic policy, which is 
unamerican and is certainly so unpopular that they 
dare not admit it. 
Although long suffering, the 


American people are not altogether blind to observ- 
ation, and this action of the senate is a pretty clear 
eye-opener.
